Calendar  History 

Our  attention  this  year  will  be  continually  focused  on 
the  iiitieih  year  of  powered  flight  which  is  the  Golden  Year 
of  Aviation. 

Items  of  interest  which  have  occured  in  the  history  of 
aviation  include  incidents  which  ore  Itsled  as  follows; 

February  6.  1908— The  Army  opened  bids  for  the  con- 
slrucUon  of  the  first  Army  airplane.  The  Board  of  Ordinance 
and  Fortification  recommended  acceptance  of  I.  R.  Scott. 
A M.  Herring  and  Wright  Brothers  bids. 

February  1.  19!!  -Burgess  and  Curtis  of  Marblehead. 
Mass.,  were  licensed  lo  manufacture  airplanes  under  the 
Wnght  Company  patents. 

February  23,  19! ! -The  first  Curtiss  amphibian  was  de- 
monstrated at  North  Island  by  Glenn  H.  Curtiss,  taking  off 
and  alighting  on  land  and  water. 

February  28.  1917 — For  the  first  lime  in  the  United 
States,  voice  was  transmitted  from  airplane  lo  ground  at  Son 
Diego. 

February  27.  192B— Olilcial  world  altitude  record  of  33,- 
113  feet  set  by  Maj.  W.  R.  Schroeder  In  Lopere-Llberly  400 
at  McCook  Field,  Dayton.  Ohio. 

Februory  2,  192S-— President  Coolldge  signed  bill  author- 
izing private  contract  ol  air  mail. 

February  26.  1949 — USAF  Boeing  B-50.  Lucky  Lady  II, 
took  off  on  a live  day  non-stop  round-the-world  flight. 


GOODRICH  HIGH  ALTITUDE  SUIT  TESTED 
The  Navy  Bureau  ol  Aeronautics  is  now  testing  a ''full 
pressure  ' flying  suit  developed  by  B.  F.  Goodrich  Co.  The 
new  suit,  the  Navy  said,  offers  complete  protection  and  bet- 
ter mobility  In  case  a plane's  pressurization  fails  "at  100.000 
feet  or  even  higher. " It  has  been  successfully  used  at  simu- 
lated 70,000  feet  altitudes. 

The  Air  Force  countered  that  one  of  Us  old  flying  suits, 
now  shelved,  passed  tests  at  simulated  altitudes  ol  100,000 
feel  and  was  used  when  the  Douglas  D-558-2  set  on  altitude 
mark  of  79.000  feel.  But  Navy  officers  came  back  lo  stale 
the  USAF  suit  does  not  protect  a pilot's  hands  and  feel  while 
their  own  garment  does. 


CROP  FLYING  ACCIDENTS  FEWER  LAST  YEAR 
Civil  Aeronautics  Board  reports  a lotal  ol  343  aenal 
crop  control  accidents  in  I9S2.  resulting  in  49  fatalities  wiih 
135  aircraft  destroyed.  This  Is  a decrease  Irom  1951  when 
348  accidents  were  reported,  with  S3  falaltlles  and  156  air- 
craft destroyed  during  708,129  reported  hours  flown,  or  an 
0.7S  fatality  rate  per  10.000  hours  flown.  Although  1952 
aerial  crop  hours  ore  not  yet  available.  CAA  has  reported 
increased  activity  in  the  field. 


NORTHWEST  AIRPORT  MANAGEMENT  CONFERENCE 
April  20-21  22.  1953  Eugene.  Oregon 

The  first  Northwest  Airport  Management  Conference 
will  be  held  in  Eugene,  Oregon  on  April  20lh.  21st  and  22nd. 
The  agenda  for  the  conference  is  being  planned  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oregon  and  the  Oregon  State  Board  of  Aeronau- 
tics. The  Idaho  Department  ol  Aeronautics,  the  Montana 
Aeronautics  Commission,  the  Washington  Aeronautics  Com- 
mission. the  Montana  Municipal  League,  the  Idaho  Munici- 
pal League,  the  Association  oi  Washington  Cities,  and  the 
League  ol  Oregon  Cities  are  oil  supporting  this  cortierence 
for  administrative  people. 

The  Directors  of  Aeronautics  of  ihe  four  northwest  slates 
hove  discussed  a common  problem  ol  these  states  wherein 
iho  number  o!  personnel  engaged  in  the  administration  ci 
municipal  airports  tn  any  one  oi  the  lour  northwest  stoles 
would  not  support  a lusttiication  for  a conference  on  airport 
management. 

The  aeronautics  departments  of  all  four  slates  have  been 
repeatedly  contacted  by  airport  management  people  rela- 
tive lo  the  value  of  a conference  with  an  agenda  covering 
the  many  problems  common  lo  all  of  them  pertaining  to  air- 
port management. 

With  the  aid  of  the  Seventh  Region  of  Ihe  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Administration.  Ihe  Municipal  associations  of  the 
lour  norlhwest  stales,  together  with  the  aeronautics  depart- 
ments ol  these  states,  have  scheduled  this  airport  manage- 
ment conference  which  this  year  will  be  sponsored  by  Ihe 
University  oi  Oregon. 

It  is  reexuested.  that  you  as  a pilot,  bring  this  conference 
to  the  attention  of  your  oirporl  administrative  personnel  and 
urge  that  one  or  more  representatives  ol  your  community 
attend. 

A program  ol  outstanding  speakers  has  been  planned. 
The  speakers  Include  Hon.  Paul  L.  Patterson.  Governor  of 
Oregon;  loe  P.  Adams,  member  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  and  other  speakers  who  are  authorities  on  airport 
odminislration-

CASE  or  THE  MISSING  C 46 

A couple  ot  iwtns  named  Finn  and  a missing  046  have 
been  gelling  Into  Ihe  news  In  Los  Angeles  in  Itllgation  re- 
ceiving altenllon  in  two  courts. 

George  C.  Finn  was  sent  to  Jail  by  U.  S.  Judge  Harry 
C.  Westover  when  he  refused  to  tell  which  twin  he  was.  He 
was  freed  of  the  contempt  citation  later  when  he  told  the 
judge  his  name,  but  then  immediately  was  arrested  on  a 
warrant  charging  him  with  transportation  of  a stolen  air- 
plane in  Internationa]  commerce. 

This  was  the  046,  which,  along  with  Ihe  other  twin, 
Charles,  is  still  missing.  CAA  says  both  twins  had  a part 
in  flying  it  away  from  Bakersfield  airport  in  violation  of  a 
federal  restraining  order.  It  was  last  reported  headed  in 
the  general  direction  of  Mexico. 

The  restraining  order  had  been  slapped  on  the  airplane 
because  it  was  a surplus  ship  orginally  turned  over  to  a 
Kem  County  school  district  lor  $300  for  ground  use  only. 

Meanwhile  International  Airports,  Inc.,  a maintenance 
company  lor  non-scheduled  airlines  at  Lockheed  Air  Termi- 
nal, obtained  a Judgement  against  the  Finns  on  a $10,014 
repair  bill  on  Ihe  C-46  In  Superior  Court  In  Los  Angeles.  The 
corporation  also  had  another  suit  on  trial  in  the  some  court, 
claiming  Ihe  Finns  hod  mortgaged  the  ship  for  $15,000  and 
the  money  was  overdue.  The  mortgage  was  foreclosed  and 
Judge  Charles  J.  Griffin  ordered  Ihe  plane  cold  to  satisfy 
the  claim. — Am.  Avn.  Dally 


MINNESOTA  STUDY  MAKES  CASE  FOR  LOCAL 
AIR  SERVICE 

A strong  lustUicatton  for  the  turther  development  of  local 
service  air  routes  linking  a number  ol  Minnesota  communi- 
ties with  the  stale’s  aviation  hub  In  M’.nneapolis/St.  Paul  is 
seen  by  two  University  ol  Minnesota  professors  in  a new 
study  titled  "Aviation  in  Minnesota." 

The  report  said  experience  has  shovim  lhat  many  Min- 
nesotans use  local  carriers  as  a "laxi"  service  to  the  Twin 
Cities'  World  Chamberlain  Airport,  where  they  connect  with 
trunklines,  and  lhat  this  "appears  to  be  a reasonable  pal- 
lem"  which  might  be  developed  further  wilh  the  extension 
ol  local  airline  service  to  more  communities  m the  stale. 

The  potential  local  service  irafhc  in  the  slate  is  illustrat- 
ed by  Ihe  statement  in  Ihe  report  that  "approximately  1.965,- 
900  Minnesotans  live  outside  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
of  the  Twin  Cities  and  are  therefore  noi  clost^  to  the  hub  of 
transcontinental  flights."  On  the  other  hond.  11  was  pointed 
out.  approximately  2,675.000  Minnesotans  (89.S^i  of  the 
slates  populallon)  are  located  within  an  hcdr’  - dr.'-v  cl  pre- 
sently scheduled  airline  service,  and  this  ligure  would  be 
upped  to  95%  wlih  the  establishment  ol  service  to  presently 
certificated  but  unserved  Minnesota  route  points  and  favor- 
able CAB  action  on  pending  applications  ol  North  Central 
Airlines  and  Broniff  Airways  for  additional  Scheduled  slops 
in  the  slate. 

"There  would  then  be  sixteen  cities  located  throughout 
the  state  which  would  feed  passengers  into  the  Twin  Cities 
hub,  making  nearly  unlimited  airline  service  readily  avail- 
able to  most  Minnesotans."  And  this  local  air  service,  ihe 
report  continued,  should  draw  considerable  patronage  not 
only  from  Minnesotans'  wishing  to  make  long-distance  flighls 
out  of  the  Twin  Cities  hub  but  also  from  Minnesota  business- 
men wishing  to  fly  to  Ihe  Twin  Cllles  to  transact  business 
and  return  home  Ihe  same  day. — Am.  Avn,  Daily

BRmSH  WARN  oF  TURBULENCE  OVER  MOUNTAINS 
A warning  regarding  the  hazards  of  turbulence  over 
mountains  has  been  Issued  by  Ihe  British  Ministry  ol  Civil 
Aviolion.  It  stresses  lhal  clearance  ol  I.OOO  feet,  which  may 
be  regarded-  by  some  airlines  as  a normal  safety  limit,  can, 
under  certom  conitiona,  be  dangerously  inodequote.  The 
warning  is  connected  with  the  finding  of  an  inquiry  into 
the  Aer  Lingus  Douglas  DC-3  crash  In  the  Welsh  mountains 
last  August,  which  staled  that  the  probable  cause  was  a ^ 
powerful  down  current  of  air  which  forced  the  plane  Into 
area  of  great  turbulence  where  the  pilot  lost  control. — Am.

COMPACTNESS 

Compactness  is  Ihe  keynote  ol  Conlinenlal  Motors 
Corp.’s  new  Model  0-470-A  en^ne.  which  will  power  the  new 
Cessna  four-place  Model  190.  As  a result  o!  repositioning 
various  components  and  accessories.  Ihe  225  horsepower 
engine  has  a minimum  overall  height  of  19.62  inches  and 
a minimum  overall  length  of  36.03  inches,  depending  on 
carburetor  location.  Typical  installation  'with  the  carburetor 
uu  Ihe  bottom  ot  Ihe  engine  hus  on  overall  height  of  25.75 
inches  with  no  Increase  in  length. 

The  .separate  accessory  cose  has  been  ellmmated.  ac- 
cessory drives  being  provided  within  the  crankcase  itself. 
External  oil  lines  have  been  done  away  wilh  entirely  and 
a new  oil  cooler  ol  Continental  design  Is  Integrally  attached 
to  Ihe  crankcase,  utilizing  the  down  flow  ol  air,  as  do  the 
cylinder  fins.  The  engine  also  has  a bell-driven  external 
supercharger  providing  supercharging  at  minimum  cosi.
